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Charles H. “Chip” Margelli, K7JA Silent Key

Charles H. "Chip" Margelli, K7JA, became a Silent Key on May 26. He was diagnosed with cancer in March, and 
passed away at home in Garden Grove, California.

Chip was licensed in 1963, and had been an Extra Class licensee since 1968. Chip was a Life Member of ARRL, 
AMSAT, and the Quarter Century Wireless Association. 


Chip earned his bachelor's and master of business administration degrees from the University of Washington. In 
1977, he began a 29-year career with Yaesu Musen Co. Ltd., first in Japan and then in the United States. In 2006 
he became Director of Sales and Marketing for Heil Sound, Ltd. In 2010 he moved on to become Director of Ad- 
vertising Sales for CQ Publishing, Inc. 


After that he spent several years working with Force 12/InnovAntennas America, sharing his knowledge and affec- 
tion for the world of high- performance antennas. His last role before retiring in December 2022 was as an IT spe- 
cialist with Ham Radio Outlet. 


For over 60 years, Chip had been active in DXing and especially in international radiosport competition and good- 
will activities. Among his accomplishments are twelve First-Place finishes nationally in the ARRL November 
Sweepstakes, and a number of world-high or national wins in the CQ World-Wide DX Contest, ARRL DX Contest, 
and CQ WPX Contest. His DXpedition activities included operations from St. Lucia, Dominica, Antigua, the U.S. 
Virgin Islands, Puerto Rico, Saipan, Micronesia, Aruba, Bonaire, Curacao, Martinique, Cuba, and Barbados. 


In 1984, Chip and wife Janet were invited by the Chinese Radio Sport Association to travel to Beijing to operate 
from BY1PK and help train new Chinese operators during the early phases of the rebirth of Amateur Radio in 
China. 


In 1989, Chip was honored by being selected to be the American representative in the first-ever Finnish-Soviet- 
American DXpedition to Malyj Vysotskij Island as 4J1FS. The following year, Chip and Mike Wetzel, WORE, won a 
Silver Medal at the first-ever World Radiosport Team Championship, held in conjunction with the Goodwill Games 
in Seattle. 


In the Fall of 1991, Chip was a member of the Instructor/Operator team in the IARU Albania Project (ZA1A), led by 
Martti Laine, OH2BH, which brought about the rebirth of Amateur Radio in Albania after many decades of radio 
silence. 


In 1994, Chip and Janet, along with Joe Lynch, N6CL, and Lauren Libby, WOLD, traveled to Cuba to participate in 
the June ARRL VHF Contest, covering the activities of the FRC for articles in QST and the QCWA Journal. 


Chip and Janet returned to Cuba in 2003 with four other hams for the first joint Cuban-American Field Day opera- 
tion. 


In May 2005, Chip and partner Ken Miller, KECTW, appeared on The Tonight Show with Jay Leno on NBC, utiliz- 
ing "ancient" Morse Code to compete with (and defeat) the U.S. champion cell-phone text messenger in a mes- 
sage-completion speed contest. You can watch this feat at https://youtu.be/pRURE-Bwk1U. 


Chip is a 2018 inductee into the First Class CW Operators' Club (FOC), and a 2021 recipient of the prestigious 
E.T. Krenkel Medal, a Russian Federation award conferred "for the outstanding world contribution to the develop- 
ment of radio amateurs." 


Articles by Chip have been published in QST, CQ VHF, Popular Communications, CQ, and FOCUS magazines, 
and in several books. In May of 2006, Chip was inducted into the CQ Magazine's Amateur Radio Hall of Fame. 


Chip is survived by his wife of 45 years, Janet Margelli, KL7MF

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Who’s on 6? 


June was almost a bust with only openings on 9 days. It started with a 1 minute Pacific opening on 6/6 (1 station copied), then 
a 55 minute Pacific opening on 6/7 (6 stations copied), and another 1 minute Pacific opening on 6/8 (1 station copied). The big- 
gest opening was 180 minute on 6/9 to Asia (56 stations copied). The following day, 6/10, started with a 169 minute opening to 
Europe (11 stations copied with a few more copied by others) followed with a Pacific and Asia opening that continued through 
6/11 lasting 77 minutes (10 stations copied) Later on 6/11 was a 26 minute European opening (21 stations copied). 


The band went dead for 10 days and on 6/21 we had an amazing gift! Three Kuwaiti stations were copied (9K2NO, 9K2GR, 
9K2GS) for over 1 hour!!!! This is a first for the West Coast. Three members worked at least one of them and two members 
worked two. 9K2GS already confirmed QSOs on LoTW. An Alaskan station also slipped in an hour later. The following day on 
6/22 they were back (9K2GR, 9K2YM) along with UB7K in Crimea. That opening lasted 8 minutes and no one on the West 
Coast got through. In fact it seemed like the Kuwaitis had a hard time hearing on both days. The last opening was a 36 minute 
stint to Asia on 6/19. 11 Japanese stations were copied. 


All in all conditions were spotty all month with a lot of QSB. Hopefully July will pick up! If you are relying on the usual spotting 
networks then it is possible all the openings would have been missed. 6 meters is more than ample justification for DXChat. 
Most of the ops who took advantage of these openings are active on the Discord Server (DXChat). 


As you can see we have worked 68 entities this year. Chip, N6CA, has the most with 56 entities. The in area members have 
worked 24 more than the at large members and only missed 3 entities worked by the at large members.

Italian Somaliland along with British Somaliland what is currently So- 
malia. It was the larger of the three territories which included French 
Somaliland, now Djibouti. As the name implies, it was a protectorate 
and later colony of Italy. Before then it was ruled by the Somali Sul- 
tanates. The territory was acquired in the 1880s by Italy. The Italian 
government acquired control of the coastal area around Mogadishu, 
from a private Italian company, and created the colony of Italian 
Somaliland. 


Italian Somaliland 


By 1935, there were over 50,000 Italians settlers living in Italian 
Somaliland, constituting 5% of the territory's population. Of those, 


20,000 resided in Mogadishu 40% of the city's 50,000 residents. Most 
of the Italian residents considered Somaliland their permanent home. | 


In 1936, the region was integrated into Italian East Africa as the So- 
malia Governorate. Italy lost the region in 1941, during World War Il. 
When it came under British military administration until 1950. The 
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Trust Territory of Somalia united in agreement with the former British 
Somaliland protectorate to form the Somali Republic under Italian ad- 
ministration. This trust territory lasted ten years, from 1950 to 1960. 
On 1 July 1960, the Trust Territory of Somaliland and the former Brit- 
ish Somaliland united to form 


the Somali Republic (Somalia), with Mogadishu as the nation's capi- 
tal. 


Today the region is in conflict with the northern part (former British 
Somaliland) attempting to separate 
from the southern. (Italian Somaliland)

Contacts made before June 30, 1960 count as Italian Somaliland. 


Again, there is very little information about the operators in Italian Somaliland. It appears there were oil 
interests in the Gulf of Aden and American oil companies were there. ISTUF was a station ran by a group 
of oil drillers. SGN is an American with a really nice station, possibly working for an oil company or the 
state department. The rest are probably Italians who reside there.
